WE all know that birth may ba 
an arduous and sometimes peril 
ou* process but fewer people 
realize that it is often as difficult 
for the child as for the mother. 
A prolonged difficult labor for 
instance may result in the baby’* 
being born with intracranial hem 
orrhage or bleeding into the brain. 
This condition representa a first 
class emergency and demands im­ 
mediate treatment. 


Severity of Bleeding 
Symptoms will depend to 
great extent on the severity of the 
bleeding. A tiny hemorrhage may 
be responsible for nothing more 
than restlessness and refusal to 
nurse. Sometimes there may be 
twitching of the muscles. 
In these mild cases, the condi­ 
tion often is ro t serious, and if 
the infant is kept quiet by giving 
some sedative or quieting drug, 
the bleeding stops and little dam­ 
age is done. 
In moderately severe cases, the 
symptoms may range from local 
twitching of the muscles to vio­ 
lent convulsions. 
In the milder eases, ayroptoms 
may not be present for several 
hours or even days after birth. In 
the more severe cases the symp­ 
toms are present at birth or im­ 
mediately thereafter.

After treatm ent is given to 
start the baby breathing he often 
becomes stuporous.
